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Fateful Days 


[oe last few weeks and. in particular, the last few days, 


have presented the world with graye issues. Rarely in 

its history has it been brought so sharply up against 
problems so momentous or been called upon to decide with 
clearness and firmness questions which go so deeply to the 
very roots of its happiness. Beside the present trouble all 
other disputes to which we are accustomed, whether 
or international, pale into insignificance. It is not an issue 
between this and that people, or this and that group of peoples. 
It is not a mere quarrel between Italy and Ethiopia. It 
is the issue between anarchy and law, between barbarism 
and humanity, between war leading on to the eclipse of white 
civilisation, and peace leading to its greater glory. ~ Choose 
ye, this day

Some such words must have been ringing in the 
ears of statesmen at this historic juncture, and thank God these 
statesmen have chosen aright. There is, in this country, no differ- 
ence of class, or race, or religion, upon the question. of nation: l 
duty in this crisis of crises. All feel that their common ideals 
and common hopes are cruelly assailed. For ourselves, as Jews. 
the nature of the present misfortune has been truly portrayed 
by the Primate in his moving speech at the Church Congress 
this week. The Congress, he said. met in a mood of mingled 
distress and indignation. They were distressed because before 
their eyes the spectre of war, which had long haunted them, had 
once again become a hideous reality. They were indignant 
because a Great European Power, which had signed the 
Covenant of the League of Nations and the Pact of Paris, was 
treating the solemn obligations with cynical contempt, and 
launching a fierce attack upon a fellow member of the Leaguc. 
"Is it possible,” he asked, “to think without resentment and a 
sickening of the heart of a proud and ancient people defending 
their own land with scanty military resources, with scarcely 
uny hospitals, surgeons, or nurses, being now mowed down by a 
vast and pitiless machine of war, equipped with all the powers 
which science has invented for the destruction of human life?” 
In these burning words the Archbishop spoke the mind of every 
Jew, loyal to his faith, of the men of all creeds, and of every 
lover of and believer in the human kind. 

They will be with him heart and soul, too, in his staunch sup- 
port of the British Government which has ~ refused to acquiesce 
in this assault upon the binding force of those treaty obligations 
on which the peace and the honour of nations depend,” and which 
is determined to join “ with other members of the League of 
Nations in defending and upholding the Covenant of the 
League.” As Jews, especially, our own teaching is in harmony 
with his belief that “assured peace in the state and between 
states can only be secured by the vindication and the estab- 
lishment of justice and the rule of law.’ Our teachers have 
taught that on three things the world rests—on truth, on 
judgment. and, lastly, on peace. We earnestly re-echo the 
Archbishop's prayer that economic pressure may suffice at least 
to shorten the duration of the war which has already begun. But 
although we are lovers of peace, indeed because we are lovers of 
peace, we are compelled to associate ourselves with his declara- 
tion that “in considering the place of the League of Nations, 
not only in the present, but in the future, the use of military 
force in the last resort cannot be excluded.” The renunciation 
of force, as he truly argued, is impossible of application within 
the community of the state, and it is equally impossible within 
a community of nations. “If a state member of that com- 
munity, by some act of aggression, violated its undertaking to 
awecept a common rule of law, and the other state members 
passively acquiesced in this violation, then the community, 
proved powerless to defend itself, would be dissolved in anarchy.” 
It is with heavy hearts, buf unflinching will, that this duty will. 
be done if, unhappily, the world is brought to the point. No 
nation in the League, no community, and certainly not the 
Jewish people which treasures the recollection of fair treatment 
it has enjoyed at their hands, bears any animosity to the great 
Italian people who have showered blessings incalculable upon 
mankind. They are hoping and praying that, even now, with 
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the guns already speaking, Italy will remember and be true to 
her own noble past and, with the assurance that her legitimate 
grievances are not un-recognised, will resume her worthy role 
as a pillar of world-peace. But, as Senator BORAH has said, “ the 
human family must either give up war or give up civilisation.” 
To that grim choice there is no third alternative. We must 
choose, this day—either the jungle or the rule of order. That 
choice we dare not shirk, lest we provoke the bitter tears and 
call down the curse of generations yet to come! 


Notes of the Week 


By a swift transition we pass, in a single week, from the 
solemnity and tension of Atonement Day to the 
joy of the Festival of Tabernacles. The process 
is an exemplification of the Divine mercy besought 
on Kippur—” For I will not contend for ever, neither will I be 
always wrath’’—and it also fits in well with that never-failing 
optimism which is a trait of the Jewish People. The Succah, 
with its’ essential impermanence, does indeed traditionally 
remind us of the tents in which our forefathers rested during their 
wilderness wanderings. They were the frail shelter of a people 
always onthe march. There are thousands of Jews to-day wandering 
from land to land, and glad of even a temporary and make-shift 
resting-place at night. But the Succoth in which their ancestors 
found protection also recall to them, as toall our people, the sleepless 
Providence which watched over Israel in the far-off days, and which 
will assuredly not abandon it in the present time of trial. We 
are to be happy in that knowledge. “ Thou shalt rejoice in thy feast” 
—and the more so in that it comes “ after that thou hast gathered in 
thy corn and thy wine.” Those words renew for us the years of old 
when Israel was not cooped up in cities and robbed of hourly com- 
munion with nature, but led a healthy existence tilling its own soil.

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Succoth, the Harvest Festival, helps us to recapture the spirit of 
that great epoch in Jewish history. But while we may rejoice in what 
once was, we must also bend all our energies to its revival in the 
greatest possible measure. To the cry of “ Back to the Ghetto,” let 
our retort be “Back to the soil!” so that for more and more of 
our people the ancient days of peace may come again! 


More of those friendly visits to Germany, and columns of 
impressions in provincial papers! In the SUSSEX 
AN INNOCENT )aity News, the representative of that paper, who 
ABROAD accompanied fifty British Legionaries to the Reich, 
is given a liberal amount of space, to record in 
glowing language his admiration for the new Germany. “Ask any 
of those fifty Sussex Legionaries,” he says, “ and they will tell you 
that Germany, emerged from her afflictions, has a deal to teach us for 
our own good.” We look to see what the writer says about the treat- 
ment of the Jews. He asserts that he did suggest to a German that 
“the best Jew is better than the best of us; and the most wicked Jew 
is worse than the most wicked of us "—even, say, than Crippen. More- 
over, the German assented. But it seéms that “one did not pass on to 
suggest the obvious corollary that for the sake of any country in which 
Jews are living only the wicked among them need curbing.” Why? 
Because “to have made the suggestion would have implied a judg- 
ment that this was not being done’ and he that judgeth another shall 
himself be judged.’"" Has anything more fatuous been scribbled in 
the whole sorry story of the German oppression? Worse follows: 
Already the writer had been told by another man that ~ the good 
Jews are living in peace and quietude in the land; and one had 
been told in a manner that suggested: ‘Whoever would think it 
could be otherwise?’ More; I can take you at this moment in this 
town (Miinster),’ this latter friend added, ‘ to Jews’ shops, and you 
can ask them for yourself what questions you like. One felt that 
this assurance was sufficient.” Really, can serious Englishmen, 
looking honestly for the facts, be expected to take such stuff as 
this seriously? 

THe writer did see evidences of anti-Jewish tyranny. He had 
noticed, for instanc», at the entrance to a 
Young Workers’ Camp, a wooden sign, above 
which were outlined in painted wood two heads 
plainly caricaturing the Jews. Just previously, 
he had caught a glimpse of an inscribed sign stretched above the road 
bearing the word Juden”’ among others. In spite of these evidences 
he accepted the assurance of a Nazi apologist as “ sufficient.” 
He only brings himself to say with a sigh that “ one would fain see 
all signs which to-day jar against thoughts of peace go the way 
which, at the National Socialist Government's command, all land- 
‘scape advertisements have gone. They have disappeared.” 
But he expresses the belief that the ideal of “Love for our 
own nation, and not less love for other nations also” will 
be the German ideal in due time, “for it means loving one’s 
neighbour as oneself’’—and the Nazis, of course, are simply 
swimming in the milk of human kindness—especially to the 
Jewish neighbour.” 


THINGS 
HE DID SEE 


A word of reference must also be made to another article, this 
| time in the SUNDERLAND EcHo, contributed by 
the Rey. James Duncan, Vicar of Dawdon, who 
has recently been to Berlin. We have space 
for only one quotation. The Vicar attended a 
dinner at the suggestion of a certain German lady. . A Doncaster 
Parson was also present, and in conversation he raised the 
question of the German Jews. The lady, thereupon, repeated 
all the old talk of the Jewish control of various walks of the 
national life, and declared that “a purge of some sort was 
inevitable.” “No Jew,’ she added, “will be expelled if he 
is doing useful and loyal service. But Marxists and political 
propagandists will not be tolerated.”” The answer to all this would 
leap to the tongue of even the least instructed of non-German 
observers. But, if the Vicar of Dawdon gave it utterance, he has 
not recorded it in his article. It is not by his silence or by the 
virginal innocence of the other writer we have quoted that Nazi 
injustice will be removed and the road cleared to a real and sincere 
understanding between Germany and the rest of the world!

Mvcs# has been written of the hardships endured by many who 
entered Palestine as * Tourists,” but subsequently 
desired to settle permanently in the country. 
As time has goue on these sufferings have grown 
more acute. The position of the Tourists can be 
briefly explained. Their stay in Palestine was, under the 
Law, limited to a period of three months. The Immigration 
Ordinances entitled them to apply for permission to remain in 
the country, that is to say to be registered as immigrants. In the 
cases in question these applications were submitted, but were 
refused because they were lodged after the expiration of the three 
months temporary stay. It is true, go doubt, that they were, in this 
respect, guilty of a technical fault. But, in extenuation, it has to 
be remembered that, until December, 1988, the Immigration 
Authorities did not enforce the time-limit for applications, and 
Tourists arriving in Palestine before the date mentioned were 
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unaware that such a limit existed, while even in the cases of thos. 
who entered subsequently, the enforced production of vario,; 
papers, as well as other causes, led to fatal delay. The refusa! . 
registration, on the other hand, has operated in cruel fashion. \\ 
need mention only two of many examples. Post-1933 Tourists, {.. 
instance, are liable to be expelled the country. Those who arriy. | 
before that vear are deprived of the right to bring their families : 
Palestine, with frequently tragic domestic consequences. I[t his 
even happened that involuntarily deserted wives have died, leavi: 
orphan children stranded because their fathers were not allowed | 
receive them in Eretz Yisrael. Surely inhumanities of this kin: 
are quite alien to all British conceptions of government, and it is no’ 
too much to expect at least some sensible mitigation of them, if no 
their complete removal ? 


A LETTER this week from an esteemed correspondent, \M-r 
Ernest Lesser, calls attention once again to 
the old problem of the deserted Jewish wife 
(Aguna). Wemake no apology for printing i: 
and stressing its appeal. The failure to deal, in 
spirit of righteousness and justice, with the wrongs of the Aguna 
“this canker in our midst,’ as Mr. Lesser rightly describes it— i. 
one of the most sickening of our sins of omission. It stultifies our 
own loud cries against injustice, discredits our religion, and is ca)cu- 
lated not to increase, but to diminish, our respect for Jewish law 
as now interpreted by Jewish tribunals. Our correspondent mentions 
that an eminent Rabbinical scholar, Rabbi Hodes of Birmingham, 
may soon be able to publish the results of researches which 
will prove that’ the problem is capable of solution on perfectly 
constitutional lines. We share Mr. Lesser’s hope that when these 
conclusions are available the Beth Din will have the courage and 
vision to receive it with the desire and determination to act upon 
it, if they can see their way to do so. A body which has shown 
such resolution in grappling with the problem of unporged meat 
ought not to fail in the presence of the sufferings of belpless 
Jewish women.

Thoughts for the Succoth Festival 


By the Rey. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A. 


The Tabernacles Festival brings its own message clearly expressed 
in the many symbolic rites associated with its observance. We pass 
irom the more sombre days of Penitence and Atonement to the 
season of joy and festivity. Life alternates between sunshine and 
darkness, between light and shade. The Hebrew Calendar, with its 
variety of times, seasons and observances, is the reflex of our own 
lives in which the varving moods come from time to time. There are 
many days appointed for rejoicing. but only very few for the more 
solemn exercise of introspection, for it is more natural to rejoice. We 
were intended to be happy and to keep before us at all times the sense 
ot the enjoyment of hie. We should note in this connection, that 
whereas the Penitential Season stresses the individual, the Festivals 
lay emphasis on the family. .Penitence is personal, mirth and rejoicing 
With the advent of the Festivals, we are told to rejoice, 
with our children, with the widow and the orphan, with the poor and 
the stranger. We are bidden to share the blessings that are ours with 
those stand and lest that term be interpreted too 
narrowly, the Bible commands us to be nmundful of the human family.

For it tells us in a word.that the key 
to happiness is in our own hands, and even as we stand in wonder at 
the mystery of it all, we can open the deor of that world where yoy 
and happiness are dwelling. For the Festival does not say “thou” 
alone shalt rejoice. but it bids us with son and 
daughter, with stranger and poor. In a word, it postulates the brother- 
hood of the human race as the index of earthly joy. 

We have in mind not so much the narrower sense of charity 
to the poor, but the wider acceptation of the term “service.” It 1s 
generally admutted that the happiest people are those who spend 
much ot their time trying to infuse happiness into other lives. while 
it is equally true that idle folk have ample time to dwell on their 
ailments, real or nuaginary. But to the man or woman whose days 
are occupied .with good deeds there i little time for the smaller 
vexations of life. Envy is displaced by gratitude, discontent by 
thankfulness, our own burdens appear small beside those of our 
neighbour, a richer and deeper hue colours our own hives. Im a very 
true sense this charity of service is twice blessed; it not only blesses 
We cannot 
have a proper perspective if we do not know how others are struggling 
to live, what they are thinking and what they are doing. 


him who receives. it blesses even more hun who gives. 


Our Rabbis have brought this lesson forcibly before us in their 
Midrashic treatment of the symbols associated with Tabernacles. The 
palm branch, the citron, the myrtle, the willow, all of them different 
tvpes of the bounty of Nature, are joined together to form one 
harmonious whole, and as we grasp therm all together we sing our paean 
of praise to God, the Maker of us all. Whatever application we give to 
each one of these elements, we are agreed that they denote different 
types or different degrees of the hurman race. They may suggest rich 
and poor, or wise and simple, or fortunate and unfortunate, or strong 
and weak, but they all make up our world, and the real lesson to be 
derived from the ceremony which binds therm all as one is that of 
the brotherhood of the human race, which must be held together if we 
are to bring to the world what God asks of us, and praise Him for 
the world as it is, and not as we would make it. It is an incomplete 
world of only a few specially favoured souls can bless God and the 
others, by reason of handicap, feel themselves shut out from the mght 
to rejoice. God's world is the union of all His creatures, bound 
together by love and sympathy and understanding, the weak sustained 
by the strong, the poor by the rich, the needy by the favoured. In 
its prescription for the observance of the Festivals, Judaism rises to 
a supreme height. Religion cannot touch a higher level when it 
proclaims that joy is mot a personal, but a great universal 
commandment.

Obituary 


SIR FREDERIC H. COWEN 
FAMOUS COMPOSER AND CONDUCTOR 


We regret to announce that Sir Frederic Hymen Cowen, one of the 

foremost of contemporary English musicians, passed away on Sunday 
at his residence, 105, Maida Vale. He had been in failing health for 
some years. 
Frederic Hymen Cowen was born in Kingston, Jamaica, of English 
parents, in 1852, and was brought to England four years later, when 
his father became Treasurer of Her Majesty’s Theatre, then the home 
of opera. He was thus brought up in a musical atmosphere and soon 
gave signs of an artistic temperament. Sir Frederic was educated in 
London under Sir Julius Benedict and Sir John Goss, and at the Con- 
servatoires of Berlin and Leipsic. He was considered to be a child 
prodigy, for at eight years of age he had composed an operetta ; and 
when he was eleven his first song was sold to a publisher. He wrote 
his first symphony at the age of seventeen, and two years later he 
accompanied at the Opera at Covent Garden, where he acted as con- 
ductor from 1871 to 1877. In 1880 he conducted the Promenade 
Concerts at Covent Garden, and during the years 1888-1892, he con- 
ducted at the London Philharmonic Concerts; at the daily concerts 
held in connection with the Melbourne Centennial Exhibition; and the 
Liverpool Philharmonic Concerts. From 1889 to 1892 he was Perma- 
nent Conductor for the Royal Philharmonic Society, and from 1900 
onwards he conducted the Bradford Permanent Orchestra, the Hallé 
Orchestra and the Scottish Orchestra. He also, on several occasions, 
acted as conductor of the Handel Triennial Festivals. Since 1902 he 
conducted the Cardiff Festival, and it was at this Festival that his 
own work, “The Veil,” was performed in 1909 and aroused great 
enthusiasm among the critics. Besides this work, Sir Fredenec was the 
composer of several symphonies, four operas, five oratorios, cantatas, 
orchestral suites and over 300 songs. Among his most famous composi- 
tions were “The Better Land” and “The Children’s Home.” On 
the occasion of his eightieth birthday in 1932, the B.B.C. broadcast 
a Cowen programme of music. 

The deceased wrote “ Mendelssohn” and “ Mozart” as contribu- 
tions to Jacks’ “ Masterpieces of Music” and also collaborated with 
Sir Landon Ronald in publications. In 1913, he published his remuinis- 
cences under the title “ My Art and My Friends,” and in 1925, he was 
the guest of honour at a dinner given by the Music Club to commemor- 
ate his services to British music. At this function, the late Mr. T. P. 
O’Connor spoke of him as “ one of the great vindicators of the place of 
music in the life of the nation,” and glowing tributes were paid to him 
by the late Sir Edward Elgar and Sir Landon Ronald. 

Sir Frederic, on more than one occasion, discussed Jews and music.

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It will be recalled that he acted as a critic and as one of the adjudicator, 
at Tue Jewtsu Curonicite Music Festival held a few years ago. In 
the course of an interview in Tae Jewisa CHRONICLE in April, 1932, 
Sir Frederic said that he remembered very vividly reading a portion of 
the Law on the occasion of his barmitzvah. Asked whether he had 
made a study of Jewish music, he replied: “I cannot say that I have. 
The fact is it is difficult to know what real Jewish music is. In an 
oratorio which I wrote in 1887, and which was produced at the 
Worcester Festival I introduced a couple of Hebrew melodies that were 
sent to me, but whether they were authentic or not I cannot tell you. 
I should think that the Hebrew melodies are more Eastern than 
Hebrew, and I do not think that they are particularly common to the

old Jewish race. I do not think,” he declared, “that there is any 
typical Hebrew or Jewish music.” With regard to Jews and music in 
general, Sir Frederic paid a tribute to the Jews’ love and appreciation 
of invsic, saying that they had always been a musical race and always 
would be. “Of course,” he added, “it is more on the executive side 
than on the creative side that Jews are so tremendously musical, 
although we have three or four great composers such as Mendelssohn, 
Meyerbeer and Halévy. Jews in every country form a large pro- 
portion of the concert-going public, and that is due to their innate 
love of music.” 

In 1900, Sir Frederic was created a Doctor of Music, honoris 
causa, of the University of Cambridge, and received a similar honour 
from the University of Edinburgh in 1910. On the occasion of King 
George’s Coronation in 1911, the deceased received the honour of 
knighthood. One of the honours which delighted him most was 
when he was invited, in 1902, to compose the Coronation Ode on King 
Edward’s accession to the throne. 

The deceased was buried at the Golders Green Jewish Cemetery 
on Wednesday, and a memorial service was held later at the West 
London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, of which Congregation 
Sir Frederic had been a member for many years. 


Deputy WACLAW WISLICKI (Warsaw) 
[From our Correspondent 


_ Deputy Wislicki, one of the four Jewish members of the Sejm, 
died last week at the age of fifty-two. The deceased, who 
was born in Warsaw, played a considerable part in the political and 
economic life of Polish Jewry. He was for years the President of 
the Jewish Merchants Association—an organisation he helped to create 
and which served the interest of Jewish businessmen defending their 
rights. Since 1922, Wislicki had been a member of the Polish Sejm, 
where he stood up for Jewish rights. He later joined the Pilsudski 
bloc in the belief that he would be better able to defend the Jewish 
cause inside it than outside. As one co-operating with the Government 
bloc, he had easy access to official circles and many times he inter- 
vened successfully on behalf of Jews. Since the advent of Hitler in 
Germany Deputy Wislicki became one of the most staunch organisers 
of the boycott of German goods in Poland. He was a member of the 
Boycott Committee, which he represented at the Conference in London 
last year. Only a week before his death, despite the fact that he was 

e Jew who was senten to eight mon imprisonn Oo 
“ insulting ” Hitler. 
In 1925 the deceased was awarded the order of the Rumanian 
Crown, in connection with a Polish trade mission in Bucharest, in 
which he participated. When an anti-Jewish pogrom occurred later 
in Jassy, Deputy Wislicki sent back the Order to King Carol stating 
that “as long as such things happen to Jews in Rumania I cannot

It follows then, 
that if we persist in magnifying the Jewish problem as we do, we 
may be charged with misrepresentation when personal contact is 
made with conditions in Germany. 

Even more dangerous, however. are our persistent endeavours 
to overthrow the Nazi regime, assuming that the fall of Hitler is 
the panacea of Germany’s troubles. This may or may not be the 
case: but a large majority of German people are still profoundly 
convinced that we are wrong. That the collapse of the Third Reich 
may be swift is our prayer; but to engineer that collapse from 
abroad is, I believe, to incur the ineradicable hatred of the German 
people. 

But granted that the Government does fall, and something like 
pre-Nazi conditions are restored, what will be the position of the Jews 
in Germany? It will take generations to nullify the propaganda that 
still rings in the ears of the youngest of German children. For vears 
to come the lives of Jews in Germany must be lives of misery and 
degradation, dwelling as unwanted guests, suspicious and suspecting, 
amongst a hostile people. 

The alternative is emigration, a course looked upon with 
disfavour by many German Jews, even under present conditions, 
and hampered “in execution by alien laws and financtal restrictions 
But however difficult, in it les the only hope of a solution that wil! 
be more than a temporary easing of an incurable malady. Palestine 
offers one refuge, providing that the process is gradual and a slow 
filtration effected. Efforts, too, must be made to open up other 
countries, while negotiation with the Nazi Government might produce 
financial concessions for those leaving the country for all time. 

Such a compromise is indeed repulsive, but it is our only hope. 
Tt is in this direction that we should organise our efforts, firm in the 
belief that any solution based upon a premature smashing of the 
Nazi regime is more than likely to prove itself a snare and a delusion. 


OW let us see what this amounts to. Jews outside Germany 
“collect and publish tales of atrocities.” They “ harp upon the 
Jewish question to the exclusion of allelse.’ They “even assume 
that once the Jewish problem is solved in Germany to their satis- 
faction, that country’s problems will also automatically cease.” 
They are, therefore, largely to blame for the fact that some visitors 
to Germany, finding there “an almost universal atmosphere of 
peace and calm ” have “ discredited without exception all that they 
have heard of the violence of the Nazi regime.” In Germany itself, 
the writer of the letter adds, the Jewish problem “does not so 
predominate.” “It is the subject of considerable propaganda, 
but is rarely raised in private conversation.” “It follows, 
then, that if we persist in magnifying the Jewish problem as 
we do, we may be charged with misrepresentation when 
personal contact is made with conditions in Germany.” Frankly, 
I find it difficult to follow this line of reasoning. The student 
‘in question does not contest the truth of the reports of the 
Jewish sufferings in the Nazi Reich. But the cruelties inflicted 
upon the Jews, being of the “ quiet pogrom " kind, and of the order 
of slow extermination rather than of open onslaught, are not seen 
or realised by the casual visitor. Further, as the Germans them- 
selves don’t talk about it among themselves, visitors bear nothing 
from these people about the Jewish problem. From these causes 
Jews lay themselves open to the charge of misrepresentation when 
they publish tales of atrocities. Is it, then, to be contended that 
because some visitors do not grasp the grim significance of the new 
Ghetto laws and the various accompanying campaigns, and because 
Germans rarely mention the Jewish problem at all, therefore Jews 
should stop reporting what is going on, lest they should be accused 
of lying? Surely, if non-Germans from abroad fail to appreciate 
the truth, the remedy for Jews is to open their eyes, and if 
Germans themselves remain more or less dumb—partly, no doubt, 
from fear of spies and the secret police—it is the duty of Jews and 
Others to create, by publicity, such a strong public opinion in the 
rest of the world as will awaken them to the gravity of the Jewish 
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trouble. If visitors have not met a wretched Jew being dragged 
through the streets of a German town, and know nothing of the 
boycotts and humiliations the Jewish Community is subject to, then 
our obvious course is not less enlightenment, but more. It is our 
task to prove that there has been no misrepresentation. 


HAT on earth, again, does the student in question mean by his 
argument that Jews “ magnify the Jewish problem"? How 
anybody could magnify a problem which springs from a cold-blooded 
policy of destruction, coldly and remorselessly pursued, I cannot 
make out. But if what is meant is that we should not “ harp” upon it, 
forgetting that visitors are otherwise liable to be misled by the 
absence of Nazi reference to it, then it is up to us to show that the 
Jewish suffering is none the less real because Germans remain 
mum about it. Further, I refuse to admit the charge of “ persistent 
endeavours to overthrow the Nazi regime, on the assumption that 
the fall of Hitler is the panacea for Germany's troubles.” As 
ordinary citizens, we may think, as individuals, that Hitlerism is 
bad for Germany and the world. But, collectively, we have never 
set ourselves to its overthrow. We have striven not to bring 
Nazism crashing to the dust, but to save fellow-Jews from its insane 
hate. Our purpose has been not to fight the Fascist regime as such, 
and still less the German people, but to protect Jews from a wicked 
obsession which is harboured by a band of unscrupulous Nazi 
fanatics, but which finds no lodgment in the mind of Fascist Italy. 
That is task enough for a small, scattered and defenceless people. 


INALLY, the view is advanced that even if the Nazi Government 
does fall and something like pre-Nazi conditions are restored, it 
will take generations to nullify the propaganda that still rings in the 
ears of the youngest of German children. Accordingly, emigration 
is the only alternative—" the only hope of a solution that will be 
more than a temporary easing of an incurable malady.” It is a 
“ repulsive compromise,” but there is no other way: “It is in this 
direction that we should organise our efforts, firm in the belief 
that any smashing of the Nazi regime is more than likely to prove 
itself a snare and a delusion.” So now we have it. We are to stop 
“ harping’ on the Jewish problem which Germans don't talk about, 
and leave the field clear to leather-lunged Goebbels and his asso- 
ciates. Having let the Jewish case go by default, and declined the 
appeal to the Caesar of public opinion to which we are always 
bidden to have recourse, we are to confess ourselves, as well as the 
cause of tolerance, beaten, and evacuate the German Jews, nearly 
half-a-million of them, to God knows what other countries. The 
white flag is to be hoisted, and the Jews to steal away with their 
tails between theirlegs. “Repulsive’? Yes, indeed. It is scuttle! 
—scuttle all along the line, weak, dishonouring and fatal to the 
Jewish people wherever they may be. Even the hard-pressed Jews, 
for all their enemies, will never, I trust and believe, stoop to it. 
Jews will fight on. There is no other course! Better help 
them than beckon them to a surrender which would disgrace them 
in the eyes of history and be denounced by all lovers of progress— 
even, perhaps by a future. regenerate Germapy—as a betrayal of 
Humanity.

Rabbi CHAIM HIRSCHENSOHN (America) 


Tv the death, at the age of eighty, of Rabbi Chaim Hirschensol. 
the orthodox Jewish world in America has lost not only one o! 
its most interesting and colourful personall- 
ties belonging to the older generation, but 
one who might have served as a model for 
modern Rabbis, who combined much learning 
with active interest in all modern Jewish 
problems, national as well as local, 
Although at an advanced age, he was still 
very active, and was engaged lately in writing 
a new book dealing with Jewish Festivals. 
The deceased Rabbi was the author of a 
number of Rabbinical works, and also a book 
in three volumes on education among Jews. 
A native of Safed, a town in Palestine dis- 
tinguished for its Jewish scholars and 
Cabbalists, he received his early education in 
ihe Yeshiva of that town, over which his 
father presided. He subsequently occupied 
the position of Rabbi in Jerusalem. He had 
already gained a reputation for his scholarship 
and many of the more orthodox type regarded 
him with misgivings because of his devotion 
to Hebrew as a language. In Jerusalem he was among the founders 
of the only Hebrew library in those days, which was an innovation 
and therefore objected to by some of the orthodox people. Later, 
Rabbi Hirschensobn spent some time in Cairo, subsequently pro- 
ceeding to Constantinople, where in 1903 he formed a Hebrew 
school. In 1904 he was a delegate of the Zionist Congress at Basle, 
and then went to America, where he became Rabbi of Hoboken 
and district, occupying the position for over thirty years. Rabbi 
Hirschensobn was the father-in-law of the Rev. Dr. D. de Sola Pool.

suddenly on Yom Kippur when he was reciting the Musaph prayers at a 
Synagogue in the town. 


THE LATE RABBI MISHCON

Decree Issued on Yom Kippur 


GERMANY SHORT OF FOOD 


The Government chose the Day of Atonement 
ment that the needy Jews who hitherto had enjoyed the privilege 
of the Government's Winter Relef Campaign on equal terms with the 
non-Jewish poor, would be excluded from thus privilege next winter 
The Jewish Conunutmuties were officially inilormed of the new decision 
on the Eve of Yom Kappur, just before the Kol-Nidpe praver. It was 
transmitted to the people in the Synagogues by thy Rabbis at the 
closing Neelah Service. The new decision is a more serious blow to 
German Jews than many would: be inclined to believe In Berlin alone. 
thirty thousand Jews were the recipients of Winter Relief last vear 
The number throughout Germany reaches scores of thousands. because 
the policy of the Government im eliminating Jews from every gainful 
occupation and the continued ‘anti-Jewish boveott are swelling the 
ranks of the Jews im need of relief. The coming winter is expected to 
be a particularly hard one, and it is not ditheult to luagine what 
awaits the Jewish Comunity The wealthier Jews have hitherto 
always contributed very generously towards the Government's Winter 
Rehef Campaign, but under the new order no contributions are to be 
solicited from them. The order cancels Hitler's personal promise. 
made public two years ago, that “everybody is to enjov winter reliet 
in the Reich.” It was on the basis of this proclatnation that Jews 
were granted winter relief in seme localities cireetiv trom: Nazi head- 
quarters and in other localities under the supervision of Jewish charity 
institutions. 

Jews are also excluded from Government relief for children. 
provided m a law published last week granting State subsidies of one 
hundred marks for each child under sixteen vears of age to families 
having more than four children. The law refers to the Nuremberg 
anti-Jewish laws, and declares that only citizens in the sense of the 
Nuremberg laws will be entitled to the subsidies. Parents seeking the 
subsidies will have to submut proot that then parents and grandparent 
are “ Aryan.” 

Addressing 150.000 people in Halle on the shortage of certain 
foodstufis, Dr. Goebbels. Minister of Propaganda, after declaring that 
Germany required its foreagn currency for woporting more raw materials, 
referred to the Jewish question. He repeated his warmng against 
individual actions against Jews, and said that private persons should 
refrain “from solving the Jewish problem in accordance with thew own 
opinions.” ‘The speech overshadowed even the Abyssimian news in 
the German Press, because of the seriousness of the food shortage. 


Dr. Baeck and Dr. Hirsch Arrested 


Reichsvertretung Leaders in Custody | 


Suppression of Yom Kippur Message 


Dr. Leo Baeck, President of the Keichsvertretung der Deutschen 
Juden (the representative organisation of German Jewry) and Dr. 
Otto Hirsch, the Chairman of the Executive, have been arrested in 
Berlin. Dr. Baeck was taken to the Columbiahaus and interrogated 
on the subject of his*'Yom Kippur message, which was to be read in 
all Symagogues throughout the country. According to Tur TIMEs, 
‘the forbidden prayer seems to have been a dignified assertion of 
loyalty to the Jewish faith in the face of persecution and calumnia- 
tion, but objection may have been taken to the wording of a passage 
in which, by implication, what are regarded by vews as the insults 
against their religion and race contained in the Nuremberg 
laws, were repudiated as lies and calumnies. The Secret Police 
telephoned to all their local offices giving instructions that the 
message was not to be read in any Synagogue. After twenty-four 
hours, Dr. Baeck was released. Dr. Hirsch was arrested on his 
return to Berlin after Yom Kippur and is still in custody. 


The Only Hope 


Reichsvertretung and Zionism 
The “C.V. Zeitung’s” Support 


After three months’ suspension as from the end of June, the 
Liberal Jewish C.V. ZEITUNG, the organ of the Central Verein, has 
made its reappearance. On its front page appears the new programme 
of the Reichsvertretung, drawn up following the enactment of the 
“Jew-laws” of Nuremberg. The programme begius: “The new 
laws have dealt a heavy blow to the Jews in Germany. Neverthe- 
less, they aim at creating a plane on which a tolerable relationship 
is possible between the German and the Jewish peoples. The 
Reichsvertretung is willing to help towards this end with all 
its power. The pre-condition of such a tolerable relationship 1s 
the hope that Jews will be left, by a cessation of defamation and 
boycotting, the possibility of moral and economic existence. The 
ordering of Jewish life in Germany demands State recognition of 
am autonomous Jewish leadership. The Reichsvertretung 1s the 
appointed organ for this end. All Jews and Jewish communities 


and all district unions, with a few minor exceptions, stand behind 
it, as do the independent Jewish organisations such as the Zionist 
Movement for Geimany,the Reichs Union of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, 
the Union for Religious Liberal Jewry, the Jewish Women's League, 
the Reichs Committee of Jewish Youth Leagues, etc.” 

The immediate tasks of the Reichsvertretung ore given ae 
follows: Creation of a Jewish echool system, in which handicrafts 
and the study of Hebrew will stand in the foreground, with domestic 
teaching for the girls, the training to take place with a view to 
emigration, particularly to Palestine; and large-scale planning for 
emigration, particularly to Palestine. (This will include the 
provision of increased possibilities for liquidating property and 
securing transfer arrangements). Other objects are assistance to 
persons in need, and the granting of credits to aid Jews economically. 

” Present strength and hope for the future are provided by the 
vigorous progress of the construction of Jewish Palestine,” the 
programme concludes. In order still more than before to give Jewry 
in Germany a place in this development, the Reichsvertretung as 
such joins the Keren Hayesod and urgently calls on Jewish commu- 
nities and organisation to follow its example. The Reichsvertretung 
declares its readiness to bring about the organisational linking-up 
of- Jewish bodies in Germany with the work of construction in 
Palestine. In full consciousness of the greatness of the responsi- 
bility and the difficulties of the task, the Reichsvertretung calls 
on all Jewish men and women and the entire Jewish youth to 
display unity, strict self-discipline and supreme self-sacrifice.” 
Then follows a list of organisations which have already agreed to 
the above programme. ‘They include the Federal Communal 
Organisations of Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hesse, Wurttemberg, 
Baden and Mecklenburg-Schwerin; the communities of Berlin, 
Breslau, Frankfort, Nuremberg, Cologne and other towns; the 
Zionist Organisation for Germany and the other all-German 
organisations already mentioned; the Hilfsverein and the Palestine 
Office of the Jewish Agency. 

The C. V. ZeITUNG states that it supports this programme with- 
out reserve, except to call on Jewish organisations of other tendencies 
to collaborate with equal loyalty and objectivity. It meanwhile 
deplores the “ triumphant fanfares of certain Zionist circles.” The 
same issue announces an extraordinary meeting of the Central 
Verein to discuss an agenda on which figure proposals for altering 
the name, aims and constitution of the organisation. (The full title 
of the organisation at present is the Central Union of German 
Citizens of Jewish faith). 


800 Jewish Notaries Dismissed 
War Service Exemption Abandoned 


On October Ist all Jewish notaries received the following com- 
munication: “1am asked by the President of the Supreme Court to 
inform you that, by order of the Reich Minister for Justice, the 
President denies all full-Jewish notaries, including yourself, the 
right of further carrying on activity as a notary, the order to have 
immediate effect. 1 therefore call upon you to surrender your 
official seal and papers (registers, etc.) within a week to the com- 
petent official court.” The next day, the Jews concerned received 
express letters stating that an error bad been made. Their notice 
was twenty-four hours, not a week. 

Eight hundred Jews (four hundred of them in Berlin) have thus 
been thrown out of work. They had been allowed to continue in 
practice on account of war service. 


The Nuremberg Laws 
Death Penalty in Original Draft? 


A plausible solution of several uncertainties surrounding the 
passing of the Nuremberg “ Jew-laws"’ is proffered by the Never 
Vorwarrts, of Prague. The law on “racial descration” does not, 
it is pointed out, specify any minimum or maximum penalty, but 
merely speaks of imprisonment or penal servitude. Actually, the 
paper states, in its original draft, the law was in conformity with 
Streicher’s demand for the death penalty for “ racial desecrators.” 
At the last moment, the weight of objection was able to secure a 
modification, and the question of penalties was left undecided. 
This last-minute revision would also explain the delay in trans- 
mitting the text of the laws to the German people.

Jewish Conversations Spied Upon 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daty TELEGRAPH gives 

particulars of a new inquisitional procedure adopted by the Gestapo 
for listening in to telephone calls. All telephone users are divided into 
categories, as follows: (1) Those under strict supervision, which 1s 
exercised by the secret, police, with the aid of gramophone records. 
This applies to embassies, legations, consulates, newspaper corres- 
pondents, ex-politicians, many Jews and other persons suspected of 
disaffection. Every word spoken on such lines can be automatically 
recorded on dictaphone records. (2) Persons not regarded as quite 
“safe,” but not at present considered sufficiently important to be 
placed under permanent supervision. This category extends to practi- 
sally all Jews, and to Protestant and Roman Catholic pastors. (3) 
Those who have not yet been adjudged of sufficient interest to fall 
into categories 1 or 2, but who are subjected from time to time to 
test controls.

New Order to German Gymnastic Clubs 


MEMBERS MUST BE “ARYAN” 


Dutch Federation Will Boycott Berlin 


Our Amsterdam Correspondent writes: 

News has reached the Royal Dutch Gymnastic Federation that 
the Deutsche Turnerschaft (the official German Gymnastic Federa- 
tion) bas issued instructions ‘in order to clear any doubts stil! 
existing’ to all gymnastic clubs in Germany advising them that 
membership is to be strictly confined to Germans whose parents 
and grandparents are ‘Aryan.’ ‘Men and women,’ continues the 
instruction ‘who are married to Jews or half-Jews are not to be 
accorded membership and no exceptions to this rule are to be made. 

“In official sports circles in Holland the question now asked 
is how this announcement can possibly be reconciled with the 
assurances reported to have been given to General Sherrill of the 
Olympic Committee by the German sports leader, Captain H. vor 
Tschammer-Osten. However, there is no room for doubt in the 
minds of Dutch sportsmen, large numbers of whom do not fail to 
recognise the incongruity characterising the discrimination against 
Jewish athletes. This was demonstrated ina remarkable way a few 
days ago at the conclusion of a training session of crack gymnasts 
affiliated to the Royal Dutch Federation. At this event at which 
were present all sections representative of Holland’s leading 
Gymnasts, the technical adviser announced that members of the 
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Federation had declined to accept that organisation's invitation t 
represent it at the forthcoming Games. In addition, it has now al ; 
been officially announced that a majority of members of the pomane 
gymnastic clubs have decided to refuse to go to Berlin to participate 
in the sports, altogether an effective retort to Germanv’s are 
Jewish policy.

Monster Petition in U.S.A. 


A Million Signatures Against Persecution 


The Jewish War Veterans of the United States of America have 
launched a campaign for One million signatures to a petition forthe 
American boycott of the 1936 Olympic Games if they are to be held 
in Berlin. Over 5,000 people who attended the Louis-Baer fight in 
New York on September 24th have signed and posted to the Non. 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi League postcards containing a declaration 
against American participation in the Games. The cards were 
distributed at the stadium on the night of the fight with the request 
that they should be signed and posted to the League's headquarters. 
The American National Society of Mural Painters has adopted a 
resolution not to participate in the Exhibition of Painting in 
connection with the Games. of 

The New Jersey branch of the Amateur Athletic Union. the most 
important amateur athletic organisation of America, has instructed 
its six delegates to the National Convention of the Union. which is 
to take place in New York in December, to vote against American 
participation. The Convention is to take a final decision, but with 
two delegations definitely voting against participation (the first was 
the South Atlantic branch), the opinion is gaining ground that the 
United States will not take any part in the Games, particularly 
since Mr. Jeremiah T. Mahoney, President of the American Athletic 
Union, is strongly opposed to participation. Dr. Theodor Lewald, 
head of the German Olympic Association, is expected to visit the 
United States in an effort to counteract the growing opposition to 
holding the Games in Germany. 


Goebbels Hushes Up an “ Incident ” 


A hitherto suppressed story of the persecution of Jewish 
athletes is told in the Ministry of Propaganda’s instructions to the 
Press, which are revealed by the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN and 
referred to above. The instruction is dated August 5th, and is as 
follows: “Nothing may be published about the incidents that 
occurred yesterday, Sunday, at Griinau (rowing championship).” 
Griinau is near Berlin on the River Havel and the special correspon. 
dent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN relates that “on the day men- 
tioned there were serious anti-Semitic excesses, the windows of 
club-rooms and motor-cars owned by Jews were smashed and several 
persons were injured.” One cannot help wondering how many 
more of such “ incidents" hare been successfully kept from the 
knowledge of the Olympic Games Committee by Dr. Goebbels. 

The Chairman of the Berlin Travel Bureau, Councillor Engel, 
recently outlined in the Berlin Town Hall the preparations made 
for the reception of visitors to the Olympic Games. Over 100,000 
foreigners would require private lodgings, particularly in the West 
End of the city. He went on to add that all landlords receiving 
these visitors would be required to display the Swastika flag and 
the national flag of their guests. Good for the flag trade, but 
what of the Jews, who are not allowed to fly the Swastika. flag? 
The JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU comments: “ Doubtless!y many Jewish 
homes in the districts concerned would be able to let rooms 
and would be glad to make the stay of our foreign visitors as 
pleasant as possible. ‘The question arises as to how the new 
regulation on the flag is to be applied. While Jews are forbidden 
to hoist the Swastika banner, they are allowed to fly Jewish colours. 
The question is, therefore, whether a Jewish landlord might, or 
should display the Jewish flag instead of the Reich's colours.” It 
has, perhaps, not escaped the Nazi authorities that if this instruction 
were strictly obeyed it would bully not merely the defenceless German 
Jews but also the citizens of freer countries, who like to be able to 
choose their own accommodation. It would even apply, apparently, 
to Jewish participants from abroad, who would be compelled to 
stay in non-Jewish houses. 


England v. Germany at White Hart Lane 


The Football Association has decided that the fixture between 
England and Germany shall be played on Tottenham Hotspur's 
ground at White Hart Lane on Wednesday, 4th December. Under 
the heading “Football Murder'"’ the NOTTINGHAM JOURNAL AND 
EXPRESS comments: “It is to be hoped that before the game is 
played there will be some inquiry by the Association with respect 
to the report from Warsaw that at a recent match in German Upper 
Silesia Nazi spectators, with some connivance from the German 
players, so stoned and assaulted a Jewish player in the Polish team 
on the field that he died in consequence. Frenzy of this order goes 
beyond any excuse and is just racial murder. That such an incident 
could happen at all illuminates the gangster mentality of the Nazi 
creed even in ‘sport.’ "’

Jewish Marriage Law Problems

From Mr. ERNEST LESSER 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisa 


Sik,—You do well to call attention to the curious provision in 
the Marriage Law of Scotland as it affects Jews, and to press for 
its annulment. But, distasteful though this particular provision 
may be, it surely pales into insignificance when compared with the 
serious disabilities under which our Jewish sisters continue to 
suffer under our unreformed Jewish Marriage Law, or rather under 
that Law as now interpreted and administered by our Jewish 
tribunals. 

The Get and “Agunah"™ problems are still with us, with all 
that they connote in the way of grave hardships to many bundreds of 
Jewesses throughout the world, and with all the increasing discredit 
that their persistence entails to our common Judaism. 

At the present juncture, with our minds so obsessed and 
preoccupied with the German horror, it is perhaps difficult to focus 
communal opinion upon this canker in our midst, which bas done 
so much to alienate educated Jewish women from the ranks of 
orthodox Jewry. But I feel sure that we shall continue to ignore 
these problems at our peril. 

It is, at any rate, good news to learn that so eminent a 
Rabbinical scholar as Rabbi Hodes of Birminghem, a man of 
unquestioned orthodoxy, is convinced that the “Agunah” problem 
is susceptible of solution on perfectly constitutional lines. It is 
hoped that he may soon be in a position to publish the result of his 
‘Talmudical researches on the subject. . 

But it is still more to be hoped that when this publication 
appears, our own Beth Din will have the courage and vision to 
receive it with the desire and determination to act on it, if they can 
possibly see their way s0 to do.

QUEEN OF THE STAGE 


Rache! the Immortal, by Bernard Falk (Hutchinson and Co., Ltd. 
18s. net.) 

Bernard Falk, author of “He Laughed in Fleet Street,” is making 
a hobby of Jewish actresses. Last year it was Adah Menken, the 
Naked Lady; now it is a character who, in her day, was far more 
unportant : “Stage 
Queen, Grande Amour- 
euse, Street Urchin, 
Fine: Lady,” as_ the 
author succinctly des- 
cribes her. The present 
generation remembers 
Rachel as a great actress. 
This is unfair to her. She 
was, perhaps, the 
greatest European 
actress of all tune. Not 
even Sarah Bernhardt or 
Eleanora Duse ever 
dominated the stage and 
society to quite the same 
extent as this Jewish 
gutter-child. And con- 
tracistinction to either of 
these) Rachel was essen- 
tially a Jewess. She was 
a protégée of the great 
Crémeux, who wrote her 
letters for her—including 
one sent to Queen 
Victoria, when the 
French artiste was 
making her triumphant 
visit to England in 1841; 
and was invited to give a 
performance at Windsor 
Castle. On this occasion, she is said to have interested herself in the 
movement lor the repeal of Jewish disabilities ; and, at the soirée given 
by the Dowager Queen Adelaide at Marlborough House. she secured 
the promise of a prominent nobleman to support the necessary 

Not that she was a faithful adherent to Jewish tradition. She 
shocked the respectable Jewish householders of Paris (including M. 
and Mme. Crémieux) by her manner of life: and she even performed 
on the Day of Atonement itself. Yet she remained attached to 
Judaism to the end, and, on her death-bed, sought the ministrations 
of the Grand Rabbin Isidor. “In short.” writes Mr. Falk. 
“we should see one who in all things Is good and bad in turn. 
promiscuous as Byron, high-souled as Sir Philip Sydney, and, like 
Disraeli, at the approach of death quick to aflirm lovalty to race and 
to tribal Faith.” iy 
Mr. Falk has written both with knowledge and with affection. 
Under the circumstances, this book cannot fail to be an absorbing one.

POLICE WORK IN PALESTINE 

Galilee Galloper, by Douglas V. Duff. (John Murray, 10s. 6d. net.). 

The author of this book is the British officer who, on the Dav of 
Atonement in 1928, had the unpleasant duty imposed upon him of 
removing the screen at the Western Wall—an episode of which he has 
given an account, by no means flattering to the Palestinian adminis- 
tration, both in the columns of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE and in his 
extraordinarily interesting volume of reminiscences, “ Sword for Hire.” 
In this companion work, he describes the exploits of a friend and 
colleague of his in the Palestine Police, Edwin Bryant (universally 
known as “Abu George”), who was for some time Governor of Acre 
Prison, and afterwards in charge of the Nazareth Division. Major 
Duff's pages give an extraordinarily vivid picture of the lawless state 
of Palestine in the first decade after the war, and bring home to the 
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reader the improvement, in some districts at least, in the last fiw 
years.

does not mince words in apportioning responsibility. According to hi). 
at the beginning of the outbreak all the available forces were rushe!

Accordingly, the majority of the Jewish settlers in the Emek w:

George” managed to disperse, without fighting, a strong Arab for 
advancing from Jenin, and to relieve Beth-Alpha, where the evacuate | 
colonists from the eastern Emek had been putting up a gallant defen 
Afterwards. he was at Safed—but too late to prevent a massa: 
which, for sheer ghastliness, outdid even the horrors perpetrated a: 
Hebron.

“No more convincing proof of underhand work somewhere can |» 
produced,” Major Duff comments. These extracts are enough to show 
that his book is of the utmost importance, as well as being no | 
interesting than the average “thriller.” .No student of Palestima 
affairs in the last fifteen years can afford to neglect it.

as a pork-butcher, Michael becoming finally (it is difficult to see o» 
what pretext) a nostalgic Yiddish comedian on the music-halls. Th. 
first humorous Anglo-Jewish novel since Zangwill, we are assured 
The jovs rather than the sorrows of Israel are depicted—and depicte: 
with a delightful warmth and sympathy. But oh! for a little of that 
magic Zangwill touch, which infused his characters and, above a. 
their conversation, with hfe and reality. 

Hilda Lewis's new novel, Crrcie, (Hurst and Blackett, 
7s. 6d.), is peculiarly interesting because she shows in it Jews withou' 
a problem. They are fairly devoted, indeed, in thew Judaism, y«' 
without Ghetto colouring and completely lacking im either infertorit) 
or superiority complexes—just like you and me, dear Reader, or like 
what we imagine ourselves to be. It is, in fact, that rarest of achieve- 
ments—a novel about Jews which treats them precisely as thoug!: 
they were human beings like any others. The action, perhaps, a little 
commonplace. Two families—one proud, wealthy and_ aristocratic ; 
the other more humbly circumstanced, but working itself up, despite 
the scorn of its arrogant neighbours, to a position of affluence. ©! 
course, the son of family A is attracted to the daughter of family /. 
Of course, this being a War-time story, he is killed in action, leaving 
behind him the hope of a son (though not an heir) to serve as bond 
of union. Mrs. Lewis’s style grows in distinction with each new book. 
If she has not yet received the full recognition which is her due, |! 
is probably the fault of her publishers, who persist in antagomisiny 
critics by defacing every review copy which they send out. 

If you want a few hours’ intense but not unprofitable amusement, 
borrow or buy Juliette Pary’s Men in a Hurry (Dent, 7s. 6d.)—a nove! 
on Soviet Russia which is mordant without beimg spiteful, and ulustrates 
the clash between the reinforced-concrete dynamism of the U.S.S.R. and 
the profound, eternal dynamism of the human emotions. A little aloo! 
from both currents stands the Jewish journalist, James Cohen, who look~= 
down on contemporary pettinesses with the supreme contempt born o! 
three thousand years of racial history and survival. 

The Jewish interest of George Albee’s sprightly Not mv a Day O08 
Seven (Methuen, 7s. 6d. net.) is indirect. It is the life story of Claudine 
Witter, née Cohen, the daughter of a Russian girl of uncertain morals 
and a Kentucky colonel, Samuel Cohen, who somewhat improbably found 
marital bliss in the Caucasus. Claudine’s blood was presumably respon- 
sible for her phenomenal business-sense, which is the real motif of the 
work. But she did her best to forget her origin, and there is no particular 
reason why the amused reader should remember it. 

Mr. Vivian Ellis’s third novel, Cmurcanery! (Hutchinson and Co., 
7s. 6d.), is a delicate study of backbiting—that absorbing occupation 
of no slight proportion of the human race—as exemplified in the sage 
of two deceitful, scheming and miserable old women. It is done 
extremely well, with humour in addition to insight. But one wishes 
that Mr. Ellis could make up his mind whether he is a musician who 
writes novels, or a novelist who composes music! 

The Isquisrror, in Hugh alpole’s magnificent new canvas 
(Macmillan, 8s. 6d.) is a figure of speech, not a inember of the Supreme 
Tribunal; and he has therefore no call to occupy himself with the delin- 
quencies of Mr. Abrahams and Dr. Montefiore, whose names flit (as names, 
but nothing more) across the pages. Olaf Stapleton’s extraordinary study 
of a superman, Opp Joun (Methuen, 7s. 6d.);. Loveday Prior’s TYRANT 
Fever; Ralph Jebb’s SAND AND THE Prves; and E. Warrington Smyth's 
Mancarrow (all Peter Davies, 7s. 6d.), are all eminently readable, but 
lack Jewish interest.

His couriers listened to his words with awe. Now and again, however,

Dutch Congregation’s Tercentenary 


A Three Hundred Years’ Record 


Noble Tradition of the “ Hoog Duitsch” 


[From our Correspondent —AMSTERDAM | 


The celebration is now taking place of the tercentenary of the 
foundation in Amsterdam of the “ Hoog Duitsch ” Jewish Community. 
Officially the anniversary coincided with the advent of Rosh Hashana, 
for it was on the occasion of the Jewish New Year, 5396 (1635), that 
these settlers in Amsterdam gathered for prayer for the first time 
in their own unpretentious place of worship, conducted in their own 
liturgy, with Rabbi Mozes Jacob Weil, of Prague, officiating. 

Arriving from Germany, a few years earlier, these emigrants had 
already found in Amsterdam a colony of Portuguese Marranos, the first 
of whomi, it is recorded, arrived in 1596 to escape the Inquisition 
which Joao III, following the example of Spain, had instituted in 
Portugal. In their new homeland, where they found freedom from 
persecution, these Portuguese settlers had established a Synagogue 
at which, prior to 1635, the German Jewish emigrants had attended 
to join in the religious Services with their Portuguese co-religionists. 

The Thirty Years’ War gave a greater nmpetus to emigration ol 
Jews from Germany, and by 1640 the “ Hoog Duitsch © Community 
numbered 120 male members. Two years later the urgent necessity 
arose for the provision of a larger Synagogue, and with the help of a 
loan from the sister Community it was found possible to meet the 
additional requirements and to purchase a site for a cemetery in 
Muiderburg (a suburb of Amsterdam), which, with penodical exten- 
sions, is still one of the cemetenes in use. 

The Community grew apace, and the time came when it was in 
the position to purchase a complex of houses with the idea of building 
a new Synagogue. Although the city authorities refused to grant the 
necessary pernussion, the Community was permitted to equip, without 
radical structural alterations part of the complex for use as a place of 
worship. <A few years later, new premises had to be found to 
accommodate the growing number of worshippers. 


Refugees from Poland 


Amsterdam was now rapidly becoming the centre of intense 
Jewish activity and the haven of refuge of Jews from Poland, who fled 
that country to escape persecution round about the year 1648. Sub- 
sequently there was an influx of Jews from Lithuania and Galicia. 
Notwithstanding the fact that large numbers of these were assisted 
by the Portuguese Jews to migrate to places such as Frankfort and 
Cologne, those remaining were numerous enough to form an indepen- 
dent Polsh-Jewish Community of which the then functioning Chief 
Rabbi of the “ Hoog Duitsch ” Community became Chief Rabbi, the 
vacant position of spintual guide of the German Community being 
filled by Rabbi Izak ben Simon Dekingen.

By decree of the City Corporation, however, the Polish-Jewish 


Community as.such was dissolved and incorporated with the German’ 


Community, This amalgamation of common interests was all to the 
good, and resources were pooled for the advancement of the combined 
Community. The numerical strength of the German Jews had by now 
surpassed that of the older Community. ‘ 

It speaks volumes that in less than half-a-century since the first 
Jewish settlers from Germany arrived in Amsterdam, it was found 
possible to project ambitious communal schemes, not the least of which 
included the building for the use of the “ Hoog Duitsch ” members of a 
Primm wes and the foundation stone 

of the Great Synagogue, Dutch Jewry’s main mago 
e lurther growth in numbers of the Communit ght wi 
it affluence and influence beyond the ghetto borders. whertoutinds wan 
especially, in an atmosphere free from restriction, became vigorous,

ORTHODOX SETTLEMENT IN GEDERA 


MEETING CALLED BY LONDON COMMITTEE 


A meeting was held on Thursday evening of last week at Stern's 
Hotel, Mansell Street, Aldgate, E.1, of the Committee for the 
establishment of a Chofetz Chaim Colony in Eretz Yisrael. The 
gathering, which assumed the title of a Conference. passed 
unanimously the following resolution : 

“This Conference representing Synagogues and Institutions of London 
welcomes the establishment in Eretz Yisrael of a colony to bear the name . 
the saintly Chofetz Chaim, and pledges its utnost support towards the achiev, 
ment of this project. 

“This Conference asks the Chofetz Chaim Colony © ymmmittee to do ite 
utmost towards the realisation of this undertaking 


ug, being convinced that no 
nobler monument to the memory of the Gaon could be created than a Torah. 
true colony in the Holy Land.” 

This particular colony in Gedera is, in a leaflet that has been 
issued, described as “ unique in Palestine and is the endeavour of a 
group of young people from Germany, who have since been joined 
by others from Poland and Lithuania, to establish a religious colony 
in the new Jewish homeland.” 

It has, at the moment, fifty-three Chalutzim. 

Dr. B. Homa, who presided at last week's Conference. said they 
were met to support a new Jewish colony that was being established 
on a religious basis. It was indeed fitting that this colony should be 
associated with the name of the Zaddick and Gaon, the Chofetz Chaim. 

Dayan Abramski stressed the vital importance of the establish- 
ment of such religious colonies in Eretz Yisrael, saying that this 
was the surest way in which to fortify the future structure of the 
Holy Land. 

Rabbi Singer and Rabbi Twerski and Mr. H. A. Goodman also 
spoke. 

Mr. Goodman, after having moved the resolution given above, 
said he had had the honour of knowing the Chofetz Chaim, whose 
saintliness was simply indescribable. They wanted the great 
Zaddick’s spirit to hover over Eretz Yisrael and the establishment 
of this colony in his name was the best way of doing this.

A Yom Kippur Message 


The following Yom Kippur message was issued by the Chief Rabbi 
to be read in all Synagogues during the Kol Nidré Service on Sunday 
last : 

On this hohest of days, we, children of the House of Israel, fleeing 
from the turmoil of life to the peace of our Synagogues, seek strength in 
reconcilhation with God and man. This year, our hearts turn once again 
to our sorely-tried brethren who are denied human rights, and whose 
human dignity is daily trodden under foot. They are the victims of the 
permcious doctrine that -racialism, and not justice, is the mioral founda- 
tion of society. The cause of our brethren is our own, as it is of all who 
cherish the things divine in human lhife. 

In humble resignation to God's unfathomable will, we shall, as far 
as in us hes, help our brethren in their hard lot. Steadfastly shall we 
uphold the ideals of justice, and follow the teachings handed down to us 
in our Torah and Talmud. No defamation of these teachings shall shake 
our loyalty to our Sacred Heritage which is the source and inspiration 
of nghteous living for mankind. ‘‘The grass withereth, the flower fadeth : 
but the word of our God shall stand for ever.’’ 

Equally firm.is our faith in the deathlessness of Isracl. The God of 
our Fathers has given a Law of Truth into our keeping, and thereby 
planted everlasting hfe within us. This knowledge fortifies our courage 
and self-respect in the face of State-directed calumny and persecution. 
We draw comfort from the Divine promise: ‘‘No weapon that is formed 
against thee shall prosper; and every tongue that shall mse agaist thee 
in judgment thou shalt condemn.’’ 

God of the spirits of all flesh, Who art sanctified by nghteousness, 
bring to nought, we beseech Thee, the designs of those that hate us. 
Purify the hearts of those, blinded by malice; and endow all men with 
the understanding to do justly, to love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
Thee. “yw War. Our Father, our 
King, open the gates of Heaven unto our prayer, and bring us back in 
perfect repentance unto Thee. Spread the tabernacle of peace over all 
the dwellers on earth; and hasten the days when they shall form one 
brotherhood to do Thy will with a perfect heart. Amen.

The Arabs and the Legislative Council 


Attitude Changed to Opposition 


AN INTERNAL CONFLICT 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM | 


A change in the sentiment of a certain section of the Palestine 
Arab politicians, who had at first been inclined towards accepting the 
proposed Legislative Council, has developed during the past couple of 
months, and the growing opposition has now become more firmly 
embedded as a factor in current Arab nationalist policy. Reports from 
London that the High Commissioner is now engaged upon discussions 
with the Colomal Office upon the plan of constitutional reform have 
stimulated the publication of articles in the Arab Press avowing 
unwavering antagonism to the whole scheme. 

The strong resistance to the idea of a Legislature that is now 
common to the two principal sections of Arab political activity has 
arisen in large part from their internecine conflict over the role of the 
Supreme Moslem Council. As to the future constitution of and 
responsibility for this umportant body, the viewpoints of both factions 
are diametrically opposed. | 

The party supporting Ham Anun Al Husseim, President of the 
Supreme Moslem Council, ts naturally concerned with the mamtenance 
of the Wagts (Moslem rehgious mortmain) property administration 
under ther #gis. To Haj Amin, or the Mufti, as he is more generally 
known, the continuance of his position as independent President ot 
the Supreme Moslem Council, and thereby his independent handling 
He stands to forfeit 
a great deal by relinquishing or being forced to surrender that authori- 
tative position, somewhat along the lines of Pooh-Bah, it ts true, of 
both lay administrator and religious leader of Palestine Moslems, and _ 
of berng whittled down to the limited sphere of mnember of a Legislative 
Council, one of a body of other men.

the desire to establish the unmediate personal advantage of the 
individuals involved. 


Attitude of the Press 


That this is no unfounded reasoning as to the Arab politica! 
mentality may be seen from their newspapers, which have been profuse 
in expheit statements and broad inferences to this effect. To take 
just a few recent examples; Meraat AL SHeERK, of Jerusalem, whic): 
supports the Nashashibi element, has in as many words declared that 
Moslems, to be united in their acceptance of a Legislature, must be 
assured that it would have control of the Wagqfs within its competence 
Approval of all public legislation, control of State expenditure, anc 
regulation of ummmgration and land purchases are also advocated by 
this paper as the unquestionable prerogatives of a Council. 

A Damascus organ, in urging rejection of the Council, argued tliat 
if the Arabs yielded now they would consciously fetter ther own 
present liberty of action and play into the hands of British supremac) 
Another paper of the same city (in which, indeed, the whole ant: 
Council campaign was launched before it came into the Palestine Press) 
recently stated that acceptance of a Legislative Council in Palestin 
would mean a repudiation of the aims for which Arab nationalists had 
agitated since the British Occupation. 

A short while ago, AL Jamia AL ARaBiA, the personal newspaper 
of the Mufti, denounced the Legislative Council as a snare whic! 
would restrict Arab political influence within the orbit of a Governmen' 
office. The Arabs, the article points out, do not need an offic: 
medium of this kind through which to express their aspirations; the: 
own party organisations are far more effective. 

This article, in the Mufti’s own organ, is of extreme significance 
It discloses clearly the fact that the Mufti is at bottom not in favow: 
ot a Legislative Council unless it will provide him with complet: 
hegernony over both Legislative and Executive policy. He and |. 
party will certainly not accept a Council if it divests them of tl» 
mastery over the machinery of the Supreme Moslem Council and © 
its large financial resources which they now employ without an) 
hesitation for the attainment of political aims and propaganda.

However, a large section of the Jewish 
youth are sympathetic to liberal and republican traditions. Jewis\: 
Socialists are demanding, prior to their adherence to the Republican 
bloc, the repudiation by the Venizelists of anti-Semitism, and « 
petition is to be made to M. Sofoulis, the head of the Venizelists, to 
make a definite statement on the subject. Jewish Communists are 
threatening to leave the Republican bloc if disavowal of ant: 
Semitism is not expressed. 

Meanwhile, it is reported that the Venizelists are attempting to 
revive such anti-Jewish terrorist organisations as the ~ Republican 
Guard" and “ Republican Defence.”

NEW TERRORIST CAMPAIGNS 

After a trial which has been followed with intense interest )» 
Warsaw Jewry, sentence was passed last Tuesday on the twenty: 
two members of the National Radical (Nara) Party, who had takeu 
part in the anti-Jewish riots in the Warsaw quarter of Powonzek on 
June 8th, 1934, during which a Jewish chauffeur named Pinchas 
Delman, was murdered. Four of the accused were found guilty 0! 
Delman’s murder and were sentenced to five-and-a-half years’ har‘ 
labour each. Six were found guilty of having taken part in the 
riots, and were sentenced to two years’ hard labour each, and one 
was sentenced to one year in a penitentiary. Eleven were acquitted 
for lack of evidence. 

Delman’s family, who brought a civil action against the accused, 
claiming one zloty moral damages, won their case and were awarde:! 
the damages. Seven of the accused who were found guilty of takins 
part in the riots have been released pending the hearing of tho 
appeal. The court refused to release the four Naraists found guilty 
of murder. An appeal, however, was also lodged on their behalf. 

The Lodz court has sentenced a certain Franciszek Kucharsiky 
to five months’ imprisonment for attacking a Jewish youth named 
Kornbliith. 

The trial of the members of the dissolved Municipality of Lod’ 
who took part in the fracas provoked by antiwewish Endek 
(National Democratic) Councillors at the last meeting of the 
Municipal Council, has again been postponed. The Ministry of the 
Interior has meanwhile nominated a new Council composed of 
twenty-four persons. They include only two Jews, Mr. Fishe!

Secondly, it is laid down in the Shulchan Aruch that Kol Nidré must 
be commenced—E? that is some time before sunset. ccording 
to your notice it was commenced 23 minutes after sunset. Lastly, this 
made people travel and carry things with them to the +ynagogue after 
Yom Kippur had already begun. The average man would naturally assume 
that it was not yet Yom Kippur, seeing that the Service was not due to 
commence till 5,50.

Michael Rothenstein Yet to Find Himself 


JEWISH WOODCUTS FOR THE BRITISH MUSEUM 


The exhibition of paintings and drawings by Michael Rothenstein 
at the Leicester Galleries shows this 27-year-old self-taught youngest 
son of Sir William Rothenstein still uncertain of his path, which in 
the long run may not be a bad thing. Breughel and Daumier con- 
tinue as his strongest influences, with Rubens and Rowlandson well 
in the running. He is at his best in the water-colour of The Sun- 
bathers” (No. 3), where his sense of volume is as strong as it is weak 
in “ Spring” (No. 5).

JEWISH RETAILERS AND PROPOSED BILL 


The National Federation of Meat Traders’ Association, 4; j, 
recent conference at Cheltenham, discussed the problem of Sida, 
trading in connection with the Bill which the Federation is pro:noting 
in Parliament. The Bill, which will be known as the “Retail Meg: 
Dealers’ Shops {Sunday Closing) Act,” and which seeks to prohibit 
any butcher from carrying on his business on a Sunday, makes «;ciq) 
exemption for any Jewish butcher who complies 4vith the fv 
conditions : 

(a) That he is licensed by the Board of Shechita. (b) That he does 
not carry on business on Saturday. {(c) That he gives notice t: the 
local authority that he intends to carry on busmess on Sunday, and 
(d) that he puts up a conspicuous notice to the effect that he wil! carry 
on business on Sunday and not on Saturday. ‘ 

At the Cheltenham conference, one of the delegates com)\:ined 
that the Federation’s Bill did not go far enough in tts definition of 
Jews. He urged that shops permitted to open on Sundays should only 
be permitted. to sell to Jews. When another delegate asked how they 
were to define who was a Jew, a voice replied: “Ask Hitler.”

FINES FOR CONTRAVENTION OF FACTORY ACT 
The question as to whether five non-Jewish employees who o)) iced 


their employer, Joseph Tym, an underwear manufacturer, of 
Street, Whitechapel, by attending at his factory on a Sunday morning in 
order to clear away some garments, were **‘ cmployed "’ within the mean. 
ing of the Factory Act, was argued recently at Thames Police ¢ court. 
The view of the magistrate (Mr. John Harris) was that the case wa. nota 
serious one, and he dismissed summonses against Mr. Tym on payinent of 
costs of ten shillings. The magistrate said he was not convinced that the 
ordinary work of the factory was being done by the girls, but hy led 
that the work they were doing was incidental to, or connected wit!:, the 
manufacturing process. 

A fine of £3 was imposed on Annie and Sadie Rubin, partners ina 
dressmaking business in Commercial Road, who pleaded guilty to employ. 
ing three women on a Sunday. It was pointed out that the employers 
were unaware of the regulations. The women concerned were of the 
Jewish faith, but they were prohibited from working on Sunday boc vise 
they had also worked on the preceding Saturday.

consultation with the Director,,Mr. W. O. Lester Smith. withdrew th. 
‘wo books from use in the schools, pending an inquiry: and it is 
understood that the question will be fully discussed at the next 
of the Education Committee. 

Asked by your Correspondent as to the procedure ol accepling 
}ooks for use in the schools under the Manchester Education Authority. 
Mr. Lester Smith said that the usual way was for books to be requisi- 
tioned as needed by the teacher or headmaster, and no sort of eensor- 
sup existed for perusal of books before acceptance. The teacher's 
request was considered sufficient evidence of the need for the book 

The two books concerned are “ Deutsches Leben,” Dritter Teal. 
by A. 8. Maepherson, and Studientat Paul Strémer, published in 1934. 
and “Das Neue Deutschland,” by Dr. P. Meyer and Dr. G. Nauck. 
also published in 1934. Parts ot the two books deal with niodern 
Germany and the Nazi regime, and Mr. Weiwow expressed his an)aze- 
ment at the way the subject was treated, Adolf Hitler and the work of 
ius Government being spoken of in praiseworthy terms. Mr. Weiwow 
ubyected to the subject-matter of a political and controversial nature 
being meluded in the textbooks used for children in English sehools. 
Pages 146 to 186 in “ Das Neue Deutschland” are devoted to “ Das 
Pohtische Deutschland.” In “ Deutsches Leben,’ the authors write 
in the preface: “It is hoped that no one will regard the chapters 
dealing with contemporary features of German life as in any sense 
«a form of political propaganda. Any such purpose is far from the 
authors’ thoughts; their one aim is to arouse an intelligent and sym- 
pathetic interest in the conditions and problems of present-day 
Germany.” 

The headmaster of the Burnage Municipal High School has 
written to Mr. Weiwow suggesting that as it might be difficult to avoid 
reference to modern Germany in the course of the German studies 
ot the semor boys, he might prefer that his boy should withdraw from 
the German classes and should concentrate on Latin, but Mr. Weiwow 
says he has no intention of taking such a step, as he considers that 
German can be adequately taught without glorifying the Hitler regime 
in any way. 

It is understood that the Labour Party Executive are making an 
Inquiry in this matter of textbooks throughout the country. 


As a result of a recent contribution to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
on “Religion and International Peace.” Kabbi Dr. 8. M, Lehrman has 
received numerous invitations to preach and lecture before non-Jewish 
audiences on this subject. He will address the Christian Fellowship 
Movement, the Gorton Methodist Congregation, the Wesley Chapel at 
Sale, and will be the chief speaker at the Armistice Demonstration of the 
Whitefleld and Prestwich League of Nations Union.

A Call to Jewish Youth 


[From our Correspondent] 


The constantly increasing Jewish population of the City has for 
a long time called forth the serious attention of the leaders of the 
Community, in regard to the vexed question of supplying adequate 
spiritual administration. Whilst it cannot be said that there is a 
dearth of Synagogues and Chevras, it certainly does strike the observer 
that there must be overflowing numbers of the younger members of 
this Community for whom the present staff of ecclesiastical mentors 
18 inadequate, and inconsistent with modern requirements. The result 
of this state of affairs shows itself particularly on the High Festivals. 
On these sacred occasions, the Synagogues have more than they can 
do to cope with the demands of young men, whose affiliations with 
a place of worship begin and end with the payment of what can only 

an insignificant fee for a temporary seat. 

For the. recent High estivale, the Council of the United Hebrew 
Congregation took the new step of refusing to grant a temporary seat on 
the Festivals to all young men over the age of twenty-one. By these 
means it was thought that not only will the grave problem of over- 
crowding on these sacred occasions be obviated; but, what 1s more 
td the point, the method will result in the accruing to the Synagogues

of an added source of income, which will eventually produce a sum 
that will go to the provision of the additional Ministers required. 

This new by-law (which has been passed) insists upon the alloca- 
tion of seats exclusively to adolescents who have previously enrolled 
themselves as all-the-year-round subscribers, at a computed fee.

In the course of his sermon on the Day of Atonement, the Rev. 
Dr. J. Abelson referred at length to the lack of interest taken 1m thy 
Svnagogue and the spirttual influence which it wields, by the Jewish: 
Youth. Whilst there were several junior organisations for furthering 
the interests of charity, the deticiency of effort, he said, on the part ot 
then young people ith regard to Synagogue Inatters was most glaring. 
He was of opinion that on a day such as Yom Kippur, when they were 
bidden by Scripture to “affect their souis,” 1s was only mght and proper 
that their younger people should endeavow to come forward and 
remedy this undoubted threat to the preservation and continuity of 
their ancient Faith. He felt that he was correct in saying that if they 
pondered over the lists of Wardens, and others who were intunately 
identified with Synagogue administration, they would discover that 
those names were, in the mam, mastly those of persons who were 
elderly. The names of young people were almost entirely absent. Was 
it, asked the preacher, fitting that this unbecoming anomaly should 
be allowed to continue? Whulst it was true that they, as Jews, had 
enjoved a virile and distinguished past, they should remember that 
their present was largely darkened by troubles and terrorism abroad, 
and as for their future, was it not patent to them all that that lav 
absolutely and entirely in the hands of their Youth?

THE REV. DR. COHEN ON LIBERAL JUDAISM 
(From Our Correspondent) 


On the Day of Atonement, the Rev. Dr. Cohen devoted his 
Musaph sermon to the riddle of the continued existence of the Jew. 
When Jews had the Ark of the Convenant, he said. Judaism not 
only existed, but flourished. When Jews denied the Torah. Judaisii 
perished. It was so when the tribes were divided after the death 
of Solomon; it was so with the Sadducees: it was so with the 
Karaites; and it would be so with Liberal Judaism, in whose name 
a Synagogue had been established in Birmingham. He would expose 
the fallacies of that Movement in a lecture he was to deliver at the 
end of the month. For the moment he would be content with pointing 
out that Liberal Judaism was not merely a different form of service. 
but a different religion altogether. It denied the authority of the 
Bible, and it denied the Divine inspiration of the Ten Commandments. 
{t had resulted in many of its adherents becoming Christians and 
Christian Scientists. He quoted Liberal Rabbis to prove his state- 
ments. In response to the criticisms of the Service at Singer's Hill 
submitted in the recent questionnaire, a Committee, he said, had 
the suggested changes under consideration, but whatever the result 
of their deliberations, the Service would still be in accord with 
Traditional Judaism, and yet be impressive and understandable.

English Trained Chazanim 


From the Rev. S. WOLFSON 


To the. Editor of Tue Jewitsn CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In your last issue the Rev. I. Freeman deplores the delay in 
the establishment of a school of Chazanut for the training of English 
Chazanim. He suggests that the training in a haphazard fashion of a 
few Chazanim is undesirable; and advocates a Chazanut Festival. 

There is nothing more futile, in my opinion, than an attempt to 
produce Chazanim by means of a festival. What is required is an 
organisation to teach rather than to discover Chazanim. This branch of 
the clerical office should be given special attention in the curnculum 
of Jews’ College, which should have qualified Chazanim as instructors. 

That the training of English Chazanim should be systematically 
carried out, together with instruction in the meaning and interpretation 
of the actual prayers, especially when we bear in mind that many 
Chazanim have to discharge the dual duties of Minister-Chazan, is, indeed, 
of fundamental importance if the finished product is not to emulate the 
proverbial Henin B’nei Odom. 

Such training can be successful only if undertaken by some educa- 
tional institution such as Jews’ College, or the Yeshivah, with the aid of 
some of our older Chazanim, whose knowledge and experience are of the 
utmost value. 

Musical Festivals, however, with or without charts, cannot produce 
a Chazan. We must start from the beginning.

BRITISH MACCABI ASSOCIATION 
JAPANESE INSTRUCTORS FOR MACCABI JUDO SECTION 


For the past eighteen months (writes a correspondent) Judo (the 
more comprehensive term for Ju-Jitsu and all forms of Japanese Self- 
Defence) has been studied and practised assiduously by a few energetic 
devotees who have been the nuclens of the Maccabi Judo Section. Con- 
siderable progress has been made by some of the members, and indeed 
the standard of skill of the whole section has risen in a satisfactory 
manner. Hitherto the post of Instructor has been voluntarily filled by an 
amateur, Mr. Marcus Kaye, assisted from time to time by other amateur 
exponents of the art, who have taken an interest in the growth of the 
Judo movement among Jewish youth. The time has come, however: 
when Japanese instruction is called for, partly by the demand for lessons 
in this most efficient form of self-defence, and partly by reason of Mr. 
Kaye s complaint that owing to the increasing skill of his pupils he is 
beginning to break down under the strain.

‘The first would be a rapid house-to-house survey under- 
taken by enumerators employed by the local authorities, which would 
record for every working-class dwelling house occupied by a separate 
larmily the number of rooms in the dwelling, and the number of persons 
in the family. The second part of the survey would entail the taking 
of measurements to ascertain the exact sizes of the rooms in those 
dwellings which the first survey had shown to be definitely overcrowded 
if the rooms were sinall. ~ Thus, when the survey was completed , 
every local authority would be informed as to where there was over- 


crowding, and they would then submit their plans for action to the 
Minister of Health,

A VISIT TO THE “STRATHMORE” 

Next week I hope to give my readers an account of the wie: thet

A Study in Psychosis 
DUAL PERSONALITY DRAMA AT THE ST. JAMEsS>5 


The very interesting subject of dual personality resulting from 
severe repression is treated by Alice Campbell im “Two Share a 
Dwelling,” at the St. James’s Theatre. This form of mental derange- 
ment lends itself quite naturally to dramatic examination, and 
therefore it seems a pity that in this play the author shows herseli 
torn between a sure sense of the phenomenon she wishes to reveal 
and an unnecessary anxiety to “make theatre.” As a result, both drama 
and subject suffer. 

We see a young girl who has been the victim of selfish parent: and 
their stupid, heavy-handed attempts to foree her into their mould, 
eventually married off to a ‘‘good catch.’’ By that time she has resolved 
her conflicts by establishing dual personality, one of unnatural purity, 
meekness and delicacy, the other of wanton viciousness, coarseness and 
depravity. This affords Grete Mosheun, another clever German Jewish 
actress who, one presumes, is a refugee in this country, an opportunity 
to show her very great ability. The dialogue of the play is awkwara and 
poor, yet she makes a moving and convincing character of the pathetic 
young bride, and the rest of the very efficient cast, particularly Wyndham 
Goldie, magnificently overcome the obstacles of their lines. It seems 
that in concentrating on the warped psychology of the central character, 
the author has been led to sketch the remaining people with excensive 
superficiality, a fault which shows up just because she has taken se 
much care with the personality of the girl whom Miss Mosheun acts s¢ 
brilliantly.

WISH you all a very happy Yomtov. 
Succoth is a picturesque festival which 
links us to Nature. Many thousands of 

our people are now once more tilling the 
soil. We had been divorced from it for 
centuries, but we were originally an agricultural 
people, and many of the institutions of 
Judaism are based on that fact. It was 
Disraeli who made the shrewd prophecy that a 
people which, though having no land, went 
on celebrating the harvest would one day be 
reaping harvests of its own again. The 
prophecy has come, true and in Palestine, as 
well as in other parts of the world, Jewish 
farmers carry home their crops. For thern the 
harvest festival has a special meaning. But 
we can all join in thankfulness to the Creator 
who has endowed the earth with good tor us 
to eat.

The ccfebration of Succoth is marked with 
beautiful symbols that express some of the 
religious ideas underlying the festival. The 
tabernacle itself, the frail structure exposed to 
the elements, reminds us not only of the perils 
through which, by God's grace, our ancestors 
were brought im their desert wanderings, but 
also the frailty of human life itself. We are 
dependent on God's protection. Above All, we 
look to Him to “spread over us the tabernacle 
of peace,” without which human life cannot be 
enjoyed. At this time when, sad to relate, 
weapons of destruction are once more doing 
their fell work, and so many of our brethren 
persecuted, we can utter that prayer with 
especial feeling. 

“LULAB” 

The lulab, too, is invested with many poetic 
ideas, Composed of a branch of the palm that 
rises tall and erect over the desert sands, we 
are rermnded to stand steadfast and erect when 
all around us is blowing and shifting. We must 
have backbone to resist the forces that would 
uproot us.
